T h e C anadian P a rlia m e n t is prorogued, 
and with all the pomp and glitter that our 
rain friends across the border could command. 
The Governor General went to the House of 
Commons in state. He was pleased to close 
the session, begged leave to convey bis cou> 
pratulations for the very nice acts passed by 
the Parliament and thanked the members for 
their diligence. But His Ezoelleocy, by the 
opx>ointment of a commission to investigate 
the Canadian Credit Mobilier scandal, raised 
a hornet’s nest in the House. For a time the 
scene of disorder and vituperation rivalled 
even one of the darky legislative sessions in 
the South. It U apparent that the Blue Noses 
do not entcruin proper respect for the »aj- 
•»ty of a Tioeroj,

The agitation of the third term question and 
the nascent Cmsarism involved will tend to 
dia-Jir attention to another important one rela­ 
tive to the Presidency, of whioh little, com- 
p.aratÍTely, has been said. 
Wo refer to the 
proposition of Senator Morton to abolish the 
present plan of voting for President and Vice 
I'resident by the Electoral College and to make 
the election be by the direct vote of the people. 
Lost Winter the Senator submitUd a resolution 
to the Senate for instructing the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections to inquire into the 
defects of the present electoral system and 
the be.3t means for remedying them. On Junu- 
ary 17 he caUed up this resolution and made 
an able speech on the subject In an editorial 
article the following day we commended the 
object, though not prepared to endorse all 
the views of Mr. Morton. 
Subsequently 
the Senate passed the resolution. 
The Sena­ 
tor, as chairman of 
the 
committee, has 
Ijeen, 
it appears, at work industriously 
Hinoe the adjournment of Congress, making 
the necessary investigations. A short time 
since our correspondent at Washington in­ 
formed us that Mr. Morton had arrived in that 
city for the purpose of availing himself of the 
facilities of the Congressional libraiy and cer­ 
tain unprinted records, in order to prepare a 
report to Congress. It was said at the same 
time that, in view of the inertness of Congress 
on questions in which it is proposed to restore 
tothebodyofthe people their pririloges, he 
intentlod to prepai’c and submit for the adoption 
of his committee such a report as will go ring­ 
ing through the country and arou.^e the press 
and people to demand a constitutional amend­ 
ment 
He expects to carry his committeo 
unanimously in favor of the reform contem­ 
plated, and to advance considerably a moasuro 
lor that purpose in Congress during the next 
session. Two or three days ago we were 
informed again from Washington of the hibors 
of the Senator there. 
It is evident, therefore, 
that he is intently earnest in the work, and 
that really he means to moke a report that 
“will go ringing through the country.” He 
seems to have received fresh inspiration from 
the recent third term and Cmsarism discussion. 
Although Senator Morton is an ardent and 
able supporter of General Grant’s administra­ 
tion—its Ajax, in fact, in the Senate and on 
the stum p-and though he is almost os much 
of a political consolidationist and advocato of 
a strong central government as an imperialist 
might bo. it is but fair to give him credit for 
the best and most patrlwUo motives. We be­ 
lieve ho is not following up so vigorously tbo 
niovcmsnt he commenced as a foil to throw 
the people off their guard and to draw their 
attention from the third term question, but, 
on the contrary, that, rising above party or 
personal favoritism, ho is patriotically endeav­ 
oring to bring about a change in the mode of 
f leeting the President before the Presidentiiil 
election of 1876. 
He has said frankly what 
his own views are with regard to electing the 
President 
“Ho would prefer that the Presi­ 
dent should be elected by the people as one 
community, giving tho election to the man 
who received the highest number of vutes, 
without regard t<J State lines or municipal 
divisions, so that tho national character 
should be fully represented in one depart­ 
ment of tho goverumont’’ Bui he assumes 
that 
the 
emallor States, without which 
an amendment to the constitution could 
not be carried, would not consent to such an 
oLliteratioa of State lines, and, therelbre, he 
proposes that the direct vote for President 
fihkU be by districts, each State being divided 
into as many districts os it has members and 
.Senators in Congress. 01 course the majority 
in each district would decide how the cue 
vote in that diitrict should be cast for Pn si- 
dcnt, and toch district vote would be given 
indep.''ndent of tho votes of other districts in 
the same State. 
This would do away with 
electors, cleclord colleges and the voting of 
States OH States. 
We suppose Mr. Morton will go into the 
history ol the debate on this subject of choosing 
a President when the government was formed 
and quote tho eminent statesmen of that 
period, both on the strong government side 
and on the sido of States rights and tho 
federative principle ; and this might be very 
interesting os well as instructive ; 
but, 
in reality, the question is, not what was or 
might have been adapted to this country at 
that time, but wh.at is suitable now under tho 
changed condition of things. The electoral 
college Rj-stem, happily, has not produced any 
mischief directly-, though indirectly it has 
fostered the arbitrary rule of oaiiensej» and 
conventions; but accidental circumstances 
might at any time have plunged the coimtry 
into trouble. Wo arc never sure that the 
electors will cast the vote of a látate as the 
majority of the people vtish or have decided, 
or that rival sets of elcclors may not claim to 
cast the vote of a State, and thus, perhaps, 
leave it to a party majority in Congress to 
defeat the will of the peoi>le. 
Mr. Morton 
properly remarks on this subject: —“The 
proposition that Congress has power to sit as 
a canvassing board upon the electoral votes of 
the States, admitting or rejecting them for 
reasons of its own, subverts tho whole 
theory by which its appointment was con­ 
ferred upon the States; makes Congress the 
jutlgeof the election and qualifications of 
President and Vice President, and by the 
operation of tho twenty-second joint rule gives 
that power to each house separately, as in 
case 
of 
its own members.” 
Then, the 
actual 
practice 
of tho 
Electoral 
Col­ 
lege 
is not 
in 
accordance 
with 
the 
theory 
and intention of the framers of 
tbo government, and, indeed, 
could not 
well be under the growth of tho representative 
democratic iiriuciplo in this countiy.

supposed that tho electors, chosen for their 
high standing and intelligence, would exercise 
their own judgment in the choice of President 
and Vice President, having duo regard, of 
course, to public sentiment

popular majority. They are like tho filth 
wheel to a coach, useless and powerles;5, nnless 
they should cheat the public for pnrty or per­ 
sonal ends. And this is one ol the potwible 
cases, which might plunge the country into 
serious trouble, that it is prc-posod to avoid 
by a direct vote of the people. 
The greatest difficulty, probably, in the way 
of getting the American people to change the 
constitution is that tho proposition appears to 
striko another blow at what remains of tho 
federative principle in tho Bepublic, taking 
away, apparently, more of the roecrved rights 


of the Btates and concentrating more power 
in the national government 
Under the plan 
Mr. Morton prefers, the whole community 
voting as a unit as the election in France 
tor 
Louis 
Napoleon as President 
was 
conducteti, tho objection would have great 
weight It would be a very radical change in 
this republican government But the phin 
he lias adopted of voting by districts, every 
State having as many electoral votes os at 
present, removes the objection to a great 
extent Still, that would be a change in a 
measure of the old State rights theory of tho 
government 
At present, as is known, the 
electoral vote of the State is counted upon the 
total majority, though that majority may not 
be more than one vote. It is, in fact, the 
State that casts the electoral vote. But if we 
understand rightly the plan proposed by Mr. 
Morton each district 
will have its vote 
counted. 
New York, for example, might cost 
seventeen district voles for one candidate and 
sixteen for another; whereas, under the 
present system, supposing the seventeen dis­ 
tricts had a majority of all the voters of the 
State, tho whole thirty-three would be given 
for one candidate. 
This proposed clrnnge 
would certainly give a fairer roprcsentatiou of 
public sentiment in the choice of a President, 
taking tho Bepublic as a whole, and wo 
cannot see how it would 
endanger tbo 
reserved 
rights of 
the 
States. 
True, 
federal 
power 
has 
made 
of 
late 
years great encroachments upon tho lines of 
.State authority through amendments to the 
constitution and the laws mode to execute 
them, and through tho exercise of doubtful 
powers, which may create fear of admitting 
further changes. Still, this should not prevent 
a remedy being applied to admitted or dan­ 
gerous evils. 
As was said before, we do not 
see that any danger can arise to the federative 
principle, so tbr as it has been prescrvctl, or to 
our institutions, in admitting tho vote for 
President by districts directly. 
If it shonl d be 
thought there would be danger some middle 
course might be devised. At all events, the 
electoral college system does not answer the 
purpose intended, is a useless appendage to 
our government at best and may lead to 
serious trouble. 
There could be no better 
time to discuss tho question than the present, 
and as tho Chairman of the Senate Committeo 
on Privileges and Elections, under authority of 
Congress, is earnestly at work preparing a 
report on it the opinions of the press and 
public sentiment should be evoked. 
Repub­ 
lican and democratic institations may bo as 
much endangered by not remedying evils 
when they are known to exist as by mere 
theoretic or experimental changes.

The special H erald telegram from Madrid, 
which wc publish elsewhere, 
proof of 
tho accuracy of mi» nrst anticipation that 
Prntwiun naval interference was a very deli­ 
cate, if not daring, act of imperialist policy, 
A force of Spanish sailors, nnmbering eight 
hundred men, have just been despatched from 
Alicante to Escómbrate with orders to take 
possession of the two iron-clads of war which 
were turned over to the uses of the radicalist 
‘ ‘reds, ’ ’ or intransigentes. These vessels were, 
as our readers will recollect, subsequently 
seized by Captain Werner and held in tho 
name of Emperor William, with the view of 
preventing them from going out as pirates. 
The moment of danger having passed, Presi­ 
dent Salmemn now seeks the restoration 
of the vessels, but the Prussians refuse to 
deliver them, Capte’ln Werner, tho original 
foreign captor, whom it was said had been re­ 
called from tho Mediterranean command for 
his 
act, alleging 
that 
he must 
com­ 
municate 
with 
Berlin 
and receive in- 
etructions from his government before he 
takes further action. 
This 
has brought 
the Spanish loyalist sailors to a sudden “heave 
to” in a very diingerous position. 
While 
communicating with tho Germans they were 
exposed to 
the fire of an intransigente 
battery. The progress and incidents of this 
aflair tend to draw the line between repub­ 
licanism and imperialism still more distinctly 
before the eyes of tbo peoples of the Old 
World. 
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W o r k . 
A decrease of nearly one hundred in the 
number of deaths in this city last week from 
that of the week before is the best certificate 
of success the Board of Health could wish. 
This reduction appears, by tho statements in 
the weekly report of the Rogistriur, to have 
taken place essentially in the class of infants 
bchiw five years of ago. 
It is, no doubt, 
mainly attributable to the sanitary reforms 
effected by tho Board, and should encourage 
and stimulate it to follow up with vigor the 
crusado against filth, stench and disease io 
successfully commenced. The banishment of 
the offiil nuisance, the cleansing of market 
filth accumulations and the disinfecting ol 
offensive localities and seizure of unwhole­ 
some fniit throughout the city should not 
be allowed to stop. 
No handling of street 
dirt, garbage and manure in 'immediate 
contact with 
our 
gi-catest 
food 
depot 
should over again be permitted. The choked 
gutters at Catharine Market should be at once 
cleaned as tho Sanitary Inspector suggeste, by 
tearing down tho stores which cover them and 
obstruct tho streets. Bono boiling, fat ren­ 
dering and all such stench-producing opera­ 
tions should either bo wholly excluded from 
tho city or only permitted under the most 
stringent provisions for protecting the health 
of citizens. There are offensive and danger­ 
ous places yet to be exposed in and about moet 
of the minor markets. 
Plenty of work yet 
remains for tho Boaid. Let it not be weary 
of well doing. ' When the city is rid of nui­ 
sances, thoroughly drained, paved and supplied 
with water enough te wash the streets daily, 
we may expect to rank as the city of lowest 
mortality among all the great cities of the 
world. To effect this should be the aim of the 
Health Board. 
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A g a in s t • B e p e t lt lo n o f I ts BHTeeU. 
The rainstorm, which yeaterdaycommenced 
its progress through the Middle States, appears 
to have been very general and te have been 
marked by on ezceesive rainfall, capable of 
doing both much good and much harm. The 
reports represent it as reaching "from Lake 
Erie te Virginia and bringing with it some 
severer winds than have been felt since the 
1st of July. 
It is said that the amount of rain 
in the Middle States near -the coast has 
been 
deficient 
as 
compared 
with 
last 
month, 
but 
yesterday’s 
and 
to-day’s 
precipitation will be likely te 
moke up 
such 
deficiency. 
It 
is barely possible 
that this northeaster indicates a breaking 
up of the Summer and the introduction of 
Autumnal weather. It will at once greatly 
relieve the severity of Summer, and by delug­ 
ing our seaboard cities wash out their filthy 
streets and improve the sanitary prospecta. 
A general storm of this kind, with such 
heavy and torrential rains, is te be dreaded 
along our railway and canal lines, and already 
the telegraph announces many bridges washed 
away and trains delayed and endangered. 
This storm was reported as likely te occur in 
tho shape of a number of local storms and 
rains, but they seem te have suddenly mar­ 
shalled their forces for the production of a 
considerable and wiiespread meteor. 
The 
rising barometer or aerial wave of high pres­ 
sure 
and 
low temperature 
which 
was 
reported 
yesterday 
is 
intimately 
con­ 
nected with the formation of all our dan­ 
gerous 
storms, because they arc supplied 
from its crest with high winds, and its cold air 
serves to chill and condense into torrents of 
rain the vapor which the previous southerly 
winds have stored away in tho atmospheric 
reservoirs. 
The groat difficulty of our meteo­ 
rologists foreseeing such a gale as wo had yes­ 
terday lies in the fact that these cold storms, 
brooding air waves, descend upon us from the 
country lying north of the lakes and steal 
unobserved southwardly over a region which os 
yet is closed to the weather sentinels. It is evi­ 
dent that, if necessary, tho government should 
enter into some international arrangement by 
which tho outposts of our signal system might 
be pushed northward, even te the vicinity 
of Ilmlson Bay. The storm and its effects 
will probably be felt for the rest of to-day, 
and it is to be hoped that our railroad au­ 
thorities will exert the utmost vigilance to 
avert the accidents and delays that are sure 
te follow such heavy rains. If, as it is proba­ 
ble, the gale emerges from the land into the 
Athntic this morning, it may be expected te 
increase in violence, and will no doubt be 
dangerous te our coasting vessels from tho 
Chesapeake Bay te Oape Cod. 
TKo iclograph brings us important intel­ 
ligence of tho effects of the storm which has 
just raged along the coast 
At Long Branch 
the waves dashed against the bluffi compelling 
a removal of the bathing houses, and on the 
railroad which passes through that well- 
known Summer resort the track was washed 
away in several places.

The President passed a very quiet morning at 
tne residence of Speaker Olalne, and at half-past 
eleven he and party proceeded In carriages to the 
Soldiers’ Home atGue .springs, six miles out. There 
the inmates of the Home, so closely IdentlOed 
wlih Geucral Butler, received the President^ 
and an artillery salute was flred in bU honor.

Spanish sailors were de­ 
spatched by the Madrid government from 
Alicante to Escombrato, with orders to take 
possession of the national iron-clads Vittoria 
and Salamanca, which had been seized by

arrested by the Prussians. 
The Spanish officers were refused possession 
of the ships by Captain Werner, of tho Impe­ 
rial German Navy, commanding the Frederick 
Charles, on the ground that he had not re­ 
ceived authority to deliver them from the Min­ 
istry in Berlin.

HORRIBLE 
BARBARITY OF THE SIOUX. 


Grand Island, Neb., Angnst 8, 1873. 
Some tw o or three w eeks ago the Pawnees, uum- 
berlug some three hundred strong, w ith squaw s 
and papooses and six hundred pomes, starte d from 
their reservation for tholr annual hu n t in tbe g re at 
RepubUcon Valley. 
Afier reacbm g the hunting 
grounds and whUo pursuing th eir wild yet peace­ 
ful avocation, they were suddenly surprised and 
attacked by some fifteen hundred biouxs under the 
com m and of Young Spotted Tall. The fight oc­ 
curred bctw eeu the R epublican River and Black 
Wood Creek. It was a long aud stubborn fight, but 
the Pawnees w ere forced to re tre a t before a 
superior num ber. 
When tho Paw nees w ere Informed th n t there wan 
a strong force of the Sluux lu their front they im­ 
m ediately hurried their squaw s aud papooses to 
a deep canyon, or ravlno, for safety, and then 
struck o u t on th e prairie In the presence of ihelr 
deadliest foe, to oopose their advance aud p ro tect 
the sUeltcrod ones by taking the chances of a 
battle. 
The Sioux were spledldly arm ed and equipped. 
The Pawnees w ere not, having but lew rlfies 
w ith them , 
as 
it 
is 
their 
custom to use 
the 
bow 
and 
arrow 
w ith 
their 
revolv­ 
ers, 
because 
easier 
handled 
on 
the hunt, 
when in close contact w ith the bnlTalo. 
The 
Pawnee w arriors soon learned th a t they w ere not 
equal in the light. 
The odds being desperate, and 
being no m atch tor the S ioux w ith th eir flue Henry 
riflej and superior carbines, they w ere forced 
back, aud that so rapidly th a t they could not save 
their squaw s and papooses, for tno foe had suc­ 
ceeded in getting betw een them and the Pawnees, 
who, with desperate valor, Uiaputod Inch by Inch 
the ground on which they fought. The Slonx. like 
BLOODY TIUEB S, T U IR SfY AND FBROCIOUS, 
sprang upon the defenceless ones in the canyon 
and butchered th em w ithout m ercy, for the stern 
resistance of the few brave Pawnees had aroused 
their revengeful irc and called into action all tho 
bloody instinctó and barbarity of their natures, 
braining aud scalping the squaws, and plunging 
their long knives into tho bodies of the papooses 
and hurling them Into the flames o f tho burning 
camp fires. 
Sky Chief, one of the m ost brave and daring of 
the Paw nee tribe, w ith his squaw and papoose, 
fell a victim to the Sioux’s onslaught and th irst tor 
blood. By n atu re he was endowed w ith qnalliies 
th a t m ade him g reat am ong hts p eople; a natural 
orator, whose voice was ever heard in the Interest 
of his tribe at the council fire, as m any a govern­ 
m ent official can a ttest, and he was a Arm friend 
of the w hite m an. 
Tüe Sioux loliowcd the Pawnees on their re ­ 
tre a t with a running flgnt for tweiuy-iive miles, 
lasting some ten hours. All this occurred within 
120 miles 01 tho city oi Grand Island. 
The surviving Pawnees, w ith their wounded, 
passed East thi oogh this city on freight train No. 8, 
en route for their reservation, with grlei, notw ith­ 
standing their stoical IndifTurencc, w ritten on 
every lineam ent oi their laces. A num ber of tho 
Sioux were m ade to bite the dust, though oven an 
approxim ation to th e am ount will probably uevcr 
be know n. 
TOR TAWNEFS 
bad been very successiul in their hunt, and were 
just contem plating tu rn in g their faces hom eward, 
having already killed m ore than five hundred buf­ 
faloes. This is a terrible and cru.shing blow to the 
tribe, irom which they never can recover, lor thidr 
loss was over one hundrea In killed and wounded, 
besides half of tliclr poulua falling Into the hands 
ol the enemy. It was the m ost 
DFSI'RHAIK AND BUiODY FtGIIT 
th a t has occurred betw een the tribes on the fron­ 
tier In years. This loss of w arriors m skes a large 
gap in the tribe. 
But let the Sioux bew are ol even 
flie rem uant left, for when they recover and are 
In heart agajin aud properly arm ed one hundred 
Pawnee w arriors would p u t a thousand Siouxs to 
rout. 
It 13 a well known fact in this country th a t for 
tho last three m onths the Pawnees have been 
seeking friendly ucgotiationfl with the .Siouxs 
but the 
latter, 
for reasons 
b etter 
known, 
perhaps, 
to 
th eir 
chiefs, 
kept 
out 
ot 
tlielr 
way or would not m eet 
them , 
it Is 
thought, and very justly, too, by many on the Iron 
tier th at this surprise In the Republican Valley was 
all prem editated aud prearranged by the cralty 
cuuuing of 
TH E TREACmSROrS STOTTED TA It., 
Who was absent and n o t w ith his tribe on the big 
hunt, his son being in com m and; and then the new 
arm s and am m unition, recently or a t tho last coun­ 
cil, which was dem anded of and compiled wit h by 
the governm ent, tended tow ard the fatal ro.sults 
wlilch has p'oved so disastrous to tbe Pawnees. 
Many of the old settlers in this country, who 
have lived here m any yeaM, feel th a t the ofUciaU 
m é r í í i é governíuéfit o f ‘hese UnU?d S tates |r e 
reprehensible and deserve honest cerisufe ID ft.iow- 
ing these tribes to leave their reservations and 
hu n t in such close proxim ity with each o ther wuh- 
out the presence of an arm ed force sufficient to 
keep them from collision, for the hom es of the 
settlers on the border are Im perued when their 
wild passions are aroused. 
These annual h unts are pursued by the different 
tribes for the purpose oi obtaining skins and m eat 
tor apparel and subsistence, wbereby they obtain 
the buffalo bcol, which the squaws dry by the tli es 
while the w arriors hunt, and which forms a large 
share of their living during the W inter m onths. 
The governm ent officiary are not Ignorant oi the 
SÍOUX.S’ deadly enm ity and hate against tho Pawnee 
tribe, and cherlsned with a ferocity and bitterness 
more 
intense 
Irom 
the 
relations they for­ 
m erly sustained tow ard the governm ent when em­ 
ployed to protect the frontier aud The Plain : 
from the encruachm ents of the Sioux trib e; for 
m any of the I’aw neea were United S tates soldiers.

Siroix nation, through her g re at chiefs. Red Cloud,

T h o m a s C h is h o lm A iis t c y . 
Tiioma.s Chisholm Anstey, an em liieut Engilsli 
b arrister aud public w riter, died yesterday, aged 
fifty-seven years. 
Mr. Anstey was the second sou 
of Thomarf, 
Austey, of Tasm ania, A ustialaslu, but was born 
lu London 
in the year 1S16. 
He

edu­ 
cated 
at 
University 
College, 
studied 
law 
nml 
was called 
to 
the 
bar 
at. 
the 
Mid­ 
dle Temple in the year 1830. 
Ho becam e an early 
contributor to the Im blin llcvlew, tbe Law Maga^ 
ztne and otiior periodicals. 
Ho took an active 
p art In prom oting the civil em ancipation 
ol 
tho 
Roman i»-dy, of which he was a m em ber, 
in Great Britain, 
In the year 1841 he published 
“ Briush C’atlioUcs and the New P arliam ent,” 
which was followed alm ost Im m ediately by his 
“Guide to the Laws Affecting Roman Catholics.’* 
He also deltvereU and published m any lectures on 
political affairs. 
He reprcscuted the borough of 
Voughal, Ireland, in tho im perial Parliam ent from 
1847 to 1862, always advocating liberal principles. 
I He was commissioned A ttorney General at llong 
Kong, China, in l85t. an*l held the office to 1858. 
Mr. Anstey resigned the position In consequence of 
diirerencea with the Governor and law officers of 
the Asiatic coionf a n J retufhed to England.
